In falfilment of the promise made in the first, 
I acdress you my second letter. If my informa- 
tion be correet, you have declared vourself an 
enemy to all apologies : of course it would be 
impertinent to specify the reasons which have 
induced me to defer this communication so long. 
From the delay some advantages may result to 
your friends. The tribute ef respect which I 
have already paid you may have excited among 
‘hera the spirit of speculation. In all probabili- 
ty their sagacious- conjectures will be verified: in 
my observations. If it should so be, it will une- 
quuivocally demonstrate the depth of their pene- 
tration and the sincerity of their attachment 
With a few ingerious compliments to their virtue 
and discernment you may quicken their exer- 
tions in exposing themselves to ridicule to screen 
you from derision. 

However mea your supporters are, you hith- 
erto flattered yourself that you stood in some 
degree of dignity. But you now appear afraid 
of being despised, and all your anxicties are alive 

. to preserve the mor tattered remnants cf your 

_ political importmce. Will you accept of my 
earnest labours for your relief? I pledge my- 
self to exert my ttmost abilities to lift you from 
contempt, that you may be consigned to Cetes- 
tation. 

In the course of my animadversions on your 
principles and conduct, I shal} confine myself 
(as much as possible) to your public character. 
My object is not to hold youup asa paragon of 
private vice ; but to represent you as a phenom- 
enon of political depravity. trouble not my- 
self with your domestic habits. You may, for 
atight I know, be temperate ard abstemious : 
free from the imputation of licettious excesses : 
satistying moderate desires witi regular gratifi- 
cations. The rosy bloom of your countenance I 
am willing to believe is a signof the masculine 
vigor of a healthy constitution. Discarding top- 
ics of mere. personal reflections I shall proceed 
to the digeussion of matters d more gencral 
moment. 

You have beer. accustomed to boast, that by 
a refinement of successful intrigue, you first ob- 
tained a seat inthe senate. At axrearly period 
of your political life you observed a mysterious 
candour, admirably saited to second’ schemes of 
sordid ambition. You were yoang and. sappo- 
sedto be ingennous. You spoke’ with a cun- 
ning freedom and cautious operness, calculated 
to engage a partial preposse@sion in your favor ; 
and at the same time, to secure a retreat in safe- 
ty to sich principles as pu might find most 
profitable in practice. In the amiable indaul- 
gence of unsuspecting creddity, many good and 
moderate men were deceived by your profes- 
sions into a high opinion ofyoxr bloommg vir- 
tues. No sooner had you caried your point by 
this insidious management, han observing the 
state of the political atmosfhere, you adopted 
your sentiments accordingly. The liberality 
you had affected soon assuned the vindictive 
aspect of the most bigottec zeal. A furious 
partizan now, you appearal determined to 
march to the political contestwith the spirit of 
atrue disciple of Mahomet. It was soon per- 
ceive:l that if ever you acquird power, the ban- 
ner of proscription would be syeedily unfurled. 
Men of prudence felt convinced that out of the 
liberality of your former declarations, you inten- 
ded to create a fund which night serve as an 
equivalent in the way of conpensation for the 
future mischiefs you meant to commit. The 
illustrious Jefferson (who has retired from pub- 
lic life, covered with as much shame and dis- 
grace as his most implacable enemies could 
wish) was regulated by similar motives.

You will excuse me for pointing so 
much of vour attention toa character hy no 
means fitted to procure cithes reverence or res- 
pect. But if the virtues ot pood men serve as 
iand marks to direct, the viccs of the unprinci- 
pied stand us beacons tu warh us.

On the scaffold the miseries 
thousands were effectually relieved. ‘Phe re- 
fi-et ng mind, on comparing the proscriptions 
of Jefferson with those of Robespierre, will be 
inclined to decide that the- fashions of the res- 
pective countries constituted the specific dit- 
ference. The same motives influenced both 
thoush circumstances may bave rendered. their 
modes somewhat various., At the same time, it 
can be remarked with perfect correctness, that 
Robespierre was a coward, and that Jefferson is 
not brave. : 

Rut Lhave dwelt too long on these subjects. 
I turn fromr them to remind you of yourself. In 
your capacity of senator, you soon maniiested a 
pragmatic disposition, which though often mis- 
taken for loftincss of soul and energy of mind, is 
in fact the sure concomitant of a troublesome 
spirit, solicitous to promote disorder. You saw 
the state agitated with violent ferments, in the 
inere. +2 of which vou felt a malignant pleasure. 
You arranged your plans in conformity to your 
pernicious intentions.. But in order to compass 
yo @ >bject, you deemed it necessary to engage 
a coudjutor; casting your eyes arround, you 
soon made choice of Spencer. In him you 
thought you discovered all thuse qualities which 
might be successfully managed in subservience 
to your purposes. Under the influence of some ; 
planet, unpropitiovs to the state, a political alli-' 
ance was formed which has sinee been doubly 
strengthened under the auspices of Venus. It 
is difficult to speak of this man in proper terms 
without being censured for malignance. He is 
now elevated to the judiciary, and one of the ex- 
pounders of the law. I shall therefore be cau- 
tious how I scrutinize his actions —Can it be li- 
bellous to ask you to look at his countenance ? 
Do you there perceive the engaging aspect. of 
mild and determined integrity? or the mascu- 
line severity of Roman virtue ? No: a dark and 
gloomy scowl clouds his brow, a certam index 
to the tortured feelings of exasperated disup- 
pointment. 

The people of this staté beheld in Clinton and 
Spencer, a duumvirate apparently determined 
to sacrifice every hongrable consideration, and, 
even theconstitation itself, to the gratification of 
their exhorbitant ambition and rescntinent. ‘Fhe 
measures in which you respectively were active 
previous to your becoming members of the 
memorable council, though sufficiently repre- 
hensible, lose all their importance in- the vio- 
lence of your subsequeht conduc’. We shail not 
soon forget the proceedings of that council. In 
the line of proseription, you. went forward with 
a truly Gothic rage. Neither age, nor merit, 
nor talents, nor services were respected. Dis- 
regarding justice, you exercised the power 
which you felt. The‘veasons assigned by you, 
De Witt Clinton, when you were a member of 
the council, before that bagly, and in his pres- 
ence, tor proceeding to a removal of Maj. Hale, 
were not a want of integrity, of fidelity or of 
capacity on his part. No: your avowed motive 
to the measure, was because the secretary had 
decidedly maintained his political opinions with 
steady uniformity. I felt for this insult to a ven- 
erable patriot, coming from one who perhaps 
was chastised by some pedagogue for those car- 
ly propensities which have since ripened. into 
maturity, while this victim of persecution was 
hazarding his life in defence of the liberties of 
his country. Mr, Henry possesses a reputation 
without blemish. Yet the consistent Ambrose 
Spencer took the liberty to state that he derived 
an influense from the offire of comptroller, which 
made his removal expedient. Really, it s¢ems 
that yea and your compececr must have been so 
intoxicated with pewer as to have lost all sense 
of decorum, You, sir, was not unwilling to ac- 





cept a mayoralty, and I apprehend, had no seru- 
ples of conscience in using the influence attach- 
ed to the place. Spencer had no objections (when 
Attorney-General) to quit his post in New-York* 
and proceed to Hudson, that le might promote, 
by his own exertion, his own election. He was 
placed (very much of hic own desirc) on the as- 
sembly ticket to give it weight. The immense 
gravity of his influence fix d it to the ground. 
Surrounded by servile sycophants and obse- 
guious tools, you soon began to entertain the 
most extravagant notions of your power. Haugh- 
ty im your deportment, and imperious in your 
language, you acted as if you were im fact dic- 
tator. We saw in you the pride of Sejanus, 
with all his meawness. The character of that 
pernieious minister, as pourtrayed by Tacitus, 
cannot have eScaped your perusal: by nature 
he was exccssively insolent, but when occasion 
prompted, he could fawn and flatter. In the 
height of your prosperity, you lost sight of the 
common rules of prudence, and exposed your 
inordinate ambition naked and undisguised.—
